In  1985,  his  remains  were 
returned  to  his  stateside  home. 
He  was  laid  to  rest  next  to  his 
parents  at  the  Greenwood 
Cemetery  in  Knoxville.  An 
exact  replica  of  the  monument 
in  China  now  stands  at  his 
Tennessee  gravesite,  inscribed 
with  the  words,  "For  to  me  to 
live  is  Christ."

Woman  sentenced 


WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  A  Georgia  woman  has  been  sen¬ 
tenced  to  a  year  in  jail  after  foiging  a  letter  of  parental  notifica¬ 
tion  for  her  son's  16-year-old  girlmend  to  have  an  abortion  — 
and  the  clinic  that  performed  me  procedure  may  face  legal  con¬ 
sequences  as  well.  Cindi  Cook,  4^  received  the  sentence,  whidi 
is  me  maximum  for  a  misdemeanor,  from  a  judge  in  DeKalb 
County,  Ga.,  in  early  June  after  being  found  guilty  of  custody 
interference  and  of  a  violation  of  the  state's  parental  notice  law. 
The  Atlanta  Journal-Constitution  reported  June  12.  Cook 
"seardted  for  a  clinic  that  did  not  reauire  a  parent  to  be  pre¬ 
sent,"  county  solidtor  general  Robert  James  said,  according  to 
the  newspaper.  She  pressured  die  pregnant  girl  to  have  the 
a^rtion,  forged  the  required  parental  notire  letter,  and  paid  for 
the  proc^ure  at  Northside  Women's  Oinic  in  Chambfee,  Ga., 
the  newspaper  reported.

Since  Hurriome  Katrina,  when  92  campus  apartments  were  damaged 
beyond  repair,  the  seminary  has  fKcd  a  housing  shortage.  Mississippi 
Manor  will  provide  36  two-bedroom  apartments  for  student  families 
preparing  for  ministry  at  New  Orleans  Seminary.

Longtime  women's  leader  Alma  Hunt  dies  at^ag^  98 


BIRMINGHAH  Ak.  (BP)  —  Alma 
Hunt  a  passionate  and  influential 
leader  wim>  served  as  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  (wMu)  executive  seo 
letaiy  for  26  years,  died  June  14.  She 
was  96  years  oil  age. 

The  wMu  family  and  extended 
Chrisl^  community  remember  her  as 
the  face  of  wMu  as  me  led  the  national 
missions  organization  from  October 
1948  until  Ortober  1974. 

In  her  autobiography.  Hunt  mused, 
"Work  never  alkn^  me  time  to  take 
trips  for  pleasure  only,  yet  it  afforded  me 
gTMt  pleasure.  It  never  allowed  me  to 


take  much  time  witit  my  frieruk  but  it 
kept  me  in  touch  with  friends  all  the  time. 
It  never  allowed  me  to  have  hobbies  but 
it  became  nw  hobby.  In  reflectioiv  the 
years  as  WMlI  executive  secretary  seem 
orw  continuous  string  of  adventures." 

Under  her  leadermp,  wMu  member¬ 
ship  rose  to  more  tiun  1 3  million  as  she 
propelled  wMu  into  the  future. 

Mveral  otiwr  events  also  marked 
Hunt's  tenure:  the  first  National 
Acteens  Convention  was  held  at 
Glorieta,  N.M.;  the  tirst  issue  of  wMu's 
Sparush-languan  Nuestra  Tarea  was 
published;  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas 


Ofrering  goal  first  exceeded  two  mil¬ 
lion  dollars;  and  Community  Missions 
was  renamed  Mission  Action. 

There  were  other  significant  renaming 
projects  as  %veU:  Woman's  Missionary 
§0Mty,  Young  Woman's  AuxiBaiy,  Girls' 
Auxiliary  aiM  Sunbeam  otnuuzations 
were  reorganized  and  renamra  as  Baptist 
Wbsnen,  Bu>tist  Young  Womea  Acteens, 
Girts  in  Action  and  K^sion  Friends. 

"Alma  Hunt  was  an  energetic  and 
dynamic  leader  who  hdped  move  wMu 
forward,  expandii^  its  reach  into 
Baptist  churches  with  record  growth  for 
tite  cause  of  missions,"  said  Wanda  S. 


Lee,  executive  director  of  national  wMu. 

was  a  truly  amazing  woman  who 
selflessly  servM  otiiers  and  actively 
sou^t  to  develop  women  leaders.  Her 
efforts  directly  helped  to  shape  wMu 
into  the  premier  resource  for  missions 
education  and  involvement  that  it  is 
today  in  Baptist  churches." 

Hunt  was  bom  cm  Oct.  5,  19D9,  in 
Viiginia's  Appalachians,  tiie  dau^ter  of 
William  and  Mary  Hunt  -  Virgiftia 
natives  who  hriped  sparic  her  fire  for 
missions.  Her  ardor  took  root  at  First 
Church  in  Roanoke,  where  Hunt's  father 
served  as  a  deacon.
